Thirty thousand persons a rt eligTTne 
for care at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Hospital, and Prim ary Care is the first 
clinic to handle the bulk of patients 
The clinic could keep four doctors 
busy. Hospital Commander William J 
Lawson said, “ It’s our entry to the whole 
health care." 
Yet for several weeks recently, it was 
staffed with only one of three normally 
assigned physicians. One of the three, an 
elderly physician, got the transfer to a 
different base he requested. The other 
had to undergo emergency eye surgery 
Then the one Prim ary Care physician 
still on duty, Dr. Mary Carlson, went on 
leave, leaving the clinic patient load to 
the several physician’s assistants and 
nurses, and to doctors from other clinics 
“ helping out in what could have been a 
bad situation,” Hospital Administrator 
Jack Hudock said. 
Though it is kind of hectic at times, the 
woman at the desk, Lt. Col. K J. Cote, 
said they were managing “ fine, and she

Meanwhile. Colonel Lawson said he 
had notified Strategic Air Command 
(SAC) headquarters: We need help. He 
didn’t know if, when or from where as­ 
sistance would come.

Malfunction causes power 
blackout in North County 


Physician found AF 
duty 'frustrating'

Malfunctioning insulators on power 
poles in C at Canyon this morning 
triggered an electrical outage that 
blacked out scattered portions of much 
of northern Santa Barbara County. 
A spokesman for Pacific Gas and 
Electric said power was fully restored to 
all areas in less than an hour and a half. 
Santa Ynez. Solvang, Buellton, Ballard, 
Los Olivos, Los Alamos and Sisquoc 
were without electricity for about an 


hour and » minutes, beginning shortly 
a fte r 5 a m. 
An estim ated 8,000 
customers were affected. 
Electric power flickered off in Lom­ 
poc. Mission Hills and Vandenberg 
Village, bul cam e back on in about a half 
m inute 
The brief outage triggered 
burglar alarm s at four business es­ 
tablishments in Lompoc Shopping Center 
and in one medical center building 
Both Lompoc Hospital and Santa Y nez 
Valley Hospital switched over to backup 
emergency power units with less than a 
second's hesitation. 
There were no other incidents reported 
as a result of the outage.

“ Less help, more work to do, less 
money to do more work with. If you see 
an end to it, fine But if you don’t see an 
end to it, it gets frustrating ’ 
This was one former Vandenberg doc­ 
tor’s explanation of why he left the base 
hospital and the Air Force, where he had 
once planned to puruse his career. 
“ The shortages of m anpower and 
money is a big reason a lot of doctors 
leave," he said. 
A Vandenberg doctor who has served 
in the Air Force nearly 20 years says he 
plans to enter private practice upon 
retirem ent. 
He says he’s enjoyed working in the 
service, he’s liked “ the people, the as­ 
sociates." But recently, he admits, the 
military has become a “ less attractive 
place to work. 
“ When we had the draft we were able 
to get the physicians we needed.“ he 
said. 
"Now the shortage means that 
those of us that are in here have to suffer 
for it." 
Though the draft has ended, many pre­ 
medical students and established doctors 
want to try their hands, at least tem ­ 
porarily, at m ilitary m edicine, ac ­ 
cording to Capt. Albert Angell. an armed 
forces doctor recruiter. 
But the military retains only about 35 
per cent of these volunteer doctors, he 
said. Not quite satisfactory - although 
past retention of draftees, Angell added, 
was much lower at two to three per cent 
Is money the reason they leave ? The 
Department of Defense, after, all is 
pushing Congress to continue funding - 
at over »100 million - yearly salary 
bonuses of »9.000 to »13.500 to attract and 
hold physicians. Doctors in the military 
now earn from »33.000 to »48,000 a year, 
Capt. Angell said. 
No, not the money, many say, although 


the fact that he is earning twice as much 
in civilian life for the same amount of 
work “ does make a difference, said the 
doctor who recently entered private 
practice from VAFB — call him Dr. 
Jones. 
“ A general survey of why doctors 
leave the military would probably in- 
ciate that money is pretty far down the 
list," he said 
And high on the list? 
“ P rofes­ 
sionalism." he said, “ being allowed to do 
your own thing in your own way.” 
In the military, doctors must answer 
to hospital commanders, who, in turn, 
must heed orders and pressures from 
above. Says the near 20-year doctor, “ A 
private physician is not accountable to 
anybody He can set his own workload ” 
“ When you’re in private practice," Dr. 
Ronald Reider of Internal Medicine said, 
“ you have more control over your own 
schedule. I would like to have more con­ 
trol over my schedule. I think I could do 
a little better job.” 
“ I question just how much control we 
really do have in private practice," Dr. 
J e r r y 
E r i c k s o n , 
V a n d e n b e r g 
ophthalmologist said, “ and how much 
we’re going to have five, ten years from 
now." 
Dr. Erickson recently joined the Air 
Force after five years running his own 
off'ce in Washington. 
“ In private practice there are no ex­ 
cuses," he said “ You come up with the 
rent or the salaries or you’re in big 
trouble.” 
The 40,000-population town where Dr. 
Erickson practiced had acquired seven 
ophthalm ologists, “ ju st about too 
m any." he said. “ My income was not 
keeping pace with my expenses." And, at 
age 40. he said to himself, "G ee, I 
haven’t a nickel put away towards any 
retirement plan “

It appears Lompoc Valley residents 
will have to wait for the first launch to 
see any fireworks from Vandenberg 
Space Shuttle activity. 
An array of Air Force officials were on 
hand last night at a public hearing to 
hear complaints and answer questions 
concerning the planned Space Shuttle 
program at Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
But, there were few complaints and even 
fewer questions they could not satisfy 
with answers. 
The session started at 7 p.m. in the 
Lompoc Civic Auditorium and was 
scheduled to run until 11 p.m. and 
reconvene this morning if necessary. 
But, just before 10 p.m. the estim ated 
150 spectators had asked all their ques­ 
tions and presiding officer Col. Alan C. 
Smith adjourned the hearing. 
The three-hour session was split 
almost exactly with a series of Air Force 
Space Shuttle representations followed 
by about 90 minutes of citizen presenta­ 
tions and questions. 
The crux of crowd concerns centered 
on ecological damage shuttle activity 
might cause. 
A young, goateed man took the podium 
and identified himself as Paul Kelley, 
representing himself and the biologists 
in the Ecology and Evolutionary Biology 
Department at the University of Califor­ 
nia, Irvine. 
Kelley stated he worked on a million- 
dollar marine biology research project 
for the last three years which covered 
much of the California coast. 
“ My concern," Kelley explained, "is 
with the impact of the some booms on 
parnctnanynftie d t Cwt i T r n r s ir 
The draft Environmental fmpact 
Statem ent. Kelley claimed, listed San 
Miguel Island as the focal point of some 
of the sonic booms. 
Kelley urged the Air Force to take ac­ 
tion “ to m itigate any dangers to these 
species," because he said, “any distur­ 
bance could be devasating.” 
Later in the hearing after two more 
UC Irvine biologists. Audrey Martin and 
Prof. Robert Pittm an, issued sim ilar 
warnings, Project Hearing Officer Lt. 
Col. Earl H. Jones explained the Air 
Force was aw are of the situation. 
“ We don’t feel those inclinations (or- 
biter launch trajectories) will ever be 
used,” Jones said, “ that would inflict 
those size impact sonic booms on San 
Miguel Island 
“We are looking at alm ost any means 
possible, short of canceling the launches, 
to avoid those islands.” 
Also on an environmental angle, John 
C. 
H a r t m a n , S ie rra Club S cenic 
Shoreline President, read a statem ent 
which alleged the im pact on aquatic 
marine life both along the shore and in 
the Channel Islands, has not been 
adequately explored. 
Chumash Indian Tu Blu Jaxs, who ap­ 
proached the podium with a feather in 
one hand and a prepared statem ent in the 
other, stated the Chumash Indian tribe s 
“ complete disapproval of any and all ex­ 
cavation of archaeological sights on 
Vandenberg AFB.” 
Several Chumash 
archaeological sites on the base are 
scheduled to be removed by Space Shut­ 
tle construction. 
Lompoc resident Bruce Beebe asked 
Air Force officials what the anticipated 
increased airplane activity would be for 
shuttle needs 
“ As a member of this community for 
the last few years," Beebe said, “ I have 
been harassed by low flying m ilitary air- 


Officials answered that the average of 
160 planes per month which use the base 
airfield now will increase about 25 per 
cent to 200. However, they noted shuttle 
construction 
“ will 
actually alm ost 
eliminate touch and goes.” 
The discussion was not all negative 
however. 
During the prelim inary Air Force 
presentations, officials brought out the 
draft EIS estim ates that total Space 
Transportation System expenditures in 
Santa Barbara County would add up to 
just under »537 million from 1976 to 1990. 
The m ajority of this calculation, done 
in 1975 dollars, is to be spent in the 
northern section of the county. F urther, 
officials said STS expenditures would 
snowball into almost »1.3 billion in 
"increased regional output” for Santa 
Barbara County. 
“ In order to adequately assess the im­ 
pact of the Space Shuttle program ." ex­ 
plained Lompoc Economic Development 
Association Executive Director Charles 
Carmichael, “ we should look back to 
1957 when Lompoc was a community of 
5,500 
Following the Sputnik launch 
(F irst Russian space shot), space 
program activity at VAFB allowed the 
area to grow to a population of almost 
42,000 by the middle 1960s. 
“ Sixty per cent of the employment in 
the Lompoc Valley is due directly to 
Vandenberg." 
Relevant questions and their answers 
raised at the hearing will be included in 
the final Environment Im pact State­ 
ment which the Air Force will submit to 
the President’s General Council on En­ 
vironmental Quality for approval.

House OKs 
neutron bomb 
research 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
voted today to proceed with research on 
developing a neutron weapon which kills 
people but leaves structures intact. 
The 297-109 vote was to defeat an 
amendment that would have written the 
ban into a bill authorizing Energy 
Research and Development program s 
for the 1978 fiscal year that starts Oct 1. 
President C arter urged approval of the 
research so that authority would be 
available, if he decided after further 
study, to proceed with development of 
the weapon. 
The neutron weapon could be used as a 
warhead on an artillery shell or incor­ 
porated into a bomb, but its purpose is as 
a defensive weapon in relatively close 
combat where troops in tanks or bunkers 
or other shelters could be wiped out by 
radiation rather than concussion. 
Rep Thedore Weiss. D-N Y., author of 
the amendment to ban the weapon, 
described it as “ inhumane and a possi­ 
ble trigger for all-out nuclear war if it 
were used even on a limited scale. 
R ep 
Cha r le s Wilson, D-Calif., 
manager of the bill, urged defeat of the 
Weiss amendment to m eet C arter’s 
request. He said it was only in the 
research stage requiring further study 
and that Congress would still have to ap­ 
prove actual production and deployment

Groundwater 
report 
dismal

A new report showing the 
o v e r d r a ft of th e O rcu tt 
groundwater sub-basin would 
be w orse than p reviously 
thought, thus making projec­ 
tions of the area’s escaped 
g r o u n d w a te r ev e n m ore 
critical. 
The County Water Agency 
presented new figures of as 
much as 19.000 acre feet per 
year overdraft to the Planning 
Commission which met in Santa 
Maria on the issue Wednesday. 
Previous estimates ranged 
from 6,000 a-f overdraft from 
the 1976 Toups Report to 10.000 
a-f per year from the July 1977 
U.S. Geological Survey Report, 
to 15,000 a-f per year from the 
County Water Agency. 
The 19,000 a-f per year figure 
came in an addendum to the 
Water Agency’s report and 
caught the Planning Commis­ 
sion by surprise. 
The commission tried to con­ 
tinue the hearing on the impact 
of Orcutt’s growth to Jan. 11, 
again in Santa Maria, so that 
they will have more informa­ 
tion on the various proposals 
now going through the en­ 
vironmental review process. 
Commissioner Donald Lahr 
tried to get a motion passed 
that, as a matter of policy, the 
commission would not ask for a 
building moratorium in the 
area, but he was convinced to 
withdraw the motion until more 
information is in. 
Current projects in the hop­ 
per either proposed or actual­ 
ly going through the review 
process in the Orcutt area are 
over 5,000 dw elling units. 
However, developer Michael 
Towbes told the commission 
that figure was misleading 
because not all projects get ap­ 
proval and some are cut down. 
The specific information the 
planners want are from four 
projects for a total of 2.610 un­ 
its, which are being combined- 
for a joint environmental im­ 
pact review by the Towbes 
Corp 
They plan to have the draft 
EIR ready by mid-October and 
the final draft—after public 
hearings—ready in December 
The overdraftin g of the 
groundwater basin has been 
reviewed several times, and the 
Water Agency’s figures are the 
latest. They paint an even 
worse picture for 1990 when 
they figure overdrafting maybe 
as much as 28.000 a-f per year. 


1977 Santa Maria Sphere of 
Influence Study, when it quoted 
the 1975 census as putting Or- 
cutt’s population at 19.756 
“The theoretical total holding 
capacity is 13.967 units.” the 
report said, and “any signifi­ 
ca n t d ep a rtu re from the 
projected one per cent growth 
rate could have substantial im­ 
pacts” on services, such as 
water and sewage handling 
capacities.

A group of 184 inmates held a 
work stoppage at F C.I. yester­ 
day and presented a list of 
g r i e v a n c e s a b o u t fo o d , 
programs and working condi­ 
tions. according to prison of­ 
ficials 
Fourteen inmates have been 
identified as “leaders" of the 
strike and an investigation is 
under way as to whether they 
are “guilty of conduct which 
disrupts the orderly running of 
the 
institution,” 
Warden 
Lawrence Grossman said. 
The inmates gathered in the 
recreation yard at the 8 a.m. 
work call, prison spokesman 
Gary Aldinger said. “ After 
several hours of open com­ 
munication between the in­ 
mates and staff, the inmates 
voluntarily returned to their 
cells ” 
In a list of grievances, the in­ 
mates com plained of food 
preparation. Aldinger said. A 
d i s l i k e 
of 
o v e r c o o k e d 
vegetables and of pork was ex­ 
pressed. Warden Grossman ad­ 
ded. 
The inmates also requested 
W i 
'“%kr 
e l e c t r o n i c s . 
s i g n -m a k in g . 
custom furniture — of 10 cents 
an hour. Inmates currently 
earn between 28 cents and 70 
cents an hour. Grossman said, 
and are due a raise in October, 
probably of about five cents. 
The inmates asked that what 
they considered high noise level 
in the factories be looked into, 
the officials said. 
Also requested was an In­ 
mate Advisory Council to the 
Federal 
Prison 
Industries 
Board of Directors. Grossman 
said. 
“That one I thought was a 
super recommendation, I m 
sorry I didn’t think of that,” he 
said, adding that such a council 
could be established. 
The inmates also asked for 
the institution of a food service 
vocational training program, 
and more opportunities to 


receive furloughs and town pas­ 
ses. 
Both Grossman and Aldinger 
em phasized that the 184 
protesting inmates represented 
only a minority of the over 1,100 
F C.I. inmates. 
“The vast majority of the in­ 
mates did not want anything to 
do with this (work stoppage),” 
Aldinger said, but they wanted 
rather to “do what they’re sup­ 
posed to do and not get into 
trouble " 
“The complaints voiced by 
the sm all number did not 
reflect the feelings of the 
general population.” Aldinger 
said 
The 184 inmates “came from 
various work assignments,'' he 
said “They are not from one 
special area.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal said today Presi­ 
dent Carter’s tax reform 
proposals — aimed at fairer 
taxes for all, reductions for 
some and incentives for creat­ 
ing jobs — will be delayed 
several months. 


But he emphasized the tax 
reform package would go to 
Congress before the 1977 term 
ends. 


At his second formal news 
conference, Blumenthal also 
made a gloomy forecast on 
balance of payments and trade 
deficits for 1978 and expressed 
concern Japan’s large sur­ 
pluses could cause dislocations 
in the world economy. 


Blumenthal said the expected 
foreign trade deficit of as much 
as 890 billion this year and a 
payments deficit of 916 billion 
cannot be reduced in 1978. The 
deficits are serious for Ameri­ 
cans because of the potential 
for higher food and fuel prices. 


On tax reform, Blumenthal 
said. “The proposals are now on 
the President’s desk. He has not 
yet made any final decisions. 
There has been consultation 
with the leadership in the 
Congress." 


Blumenthal said the decision 
to delay was made because 
Congress is so tied up with 
Carter’s energy package. The 
President had hoped to get the 
proposals to Capitol Hill by late 
summer. 


DACCA, Bangladesh (UPI) — 
H eavily armed Japanese 
terrorists today freed five 
h o sta g e s, including two 
Americans, but threatened to 
kill 151 other persons aboard a 
hijacked jetliner unless Japan 
meets their deadline for free­ 
ing nine fellow terrorists and 
paying $6 million ransom. 
A U.S. businessman and a 
weeping American actress 
were in the first group of 
hostages to be freed by the Red 
Army guerrillas who set mid­ 
night (2 p.m. EDT) as the 
deadline for compliance with 
their demands. 


The Japanese government 
agreed to meet their demands 
but said it was “impossible” to 
deliver the hostages and cash 
before the deadline. And a new 
hitch developed in Tokyo, 
where one of the nine impris­ 
oned radicals whose release 
was demanded said he would 
not take up the offer of 
freedom. 
Toshio Omura, 34, a former 
student activist deported to 
Japan from Canada last 
December, said his views differ 
from those of the five armed 
Red Army guerrillas who 
hijacked the Japan Air Lines 


DC8 jetliner over India Wednes­ 
day and diverted it to Dacca. 
“I was surprised to hear the 
terrorist group wants my 
release.” Omura was quoted as 
saying by his lawyer. “I have a 
different ideology from them. I 
am not suited to militaristic in­ 
stitutions like theirs. I have no 
intention of going to Dacca.”

Even though there’s no doubt that 
Conq Coach Ed Knowles will be out to 
beat San Marcos tomorrow night, he 
might settle for having his whole team 
intact by this time next week. 
After last year’s 36-6 loss to the 
Royals, half the starting line-up turned 
in their pads. 
For this year’s game, to be played at 
Valley Stadium in Goleta (take the Turn­ 
pike exit), Knowles hopes for nothing 
more controversial than a win. 
The Conqs, rated No. 3 in the 
sportswriters’ poll this week, plan to 
throw a few more passes this week than 
in the last two games. 
In their last two outings — a 28-14 win 
over Inglewood and a 7-7 tie with Dos 
Pueblos — Cabrillo has thrown a total of 
eight passes — and completed two of 
them.

ASU says Missouri violated scout rule 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (UPI) — Missouri 
coach A1 Onofrio said Wednesday if one 
of his graduate assistants illegally 
scouted the Arizona State-Oregon State 
football game last Saturday night, it was 
without his knowledge. 
Officials at Arizona State earlier in the 
day accused Missouri of breaking a rule 
adopted by the NCAA last season that 
requires schools to exchange game films 
but prohibits them from personally 
scouting each other. 
Onofrio said Missouri graduate assis­ 
tant Brace Cowdrey, who is on a con­ 
tinual recruiting assignment throughout 
the season, was in the Phoenix area to 
pick up the game films from Arizona 
State. He said he had not yet reached 
Cowdrey for an explanation, if one was 
necessary 
“ If Cowdrey did attend the game,” 
said Onofrio, “it was without my prior 
knowledge, instruction or consent. We 
are fully aware of the NCAA rule 
prohibiting the payment of expenses for 


any staff member, representative or 
professional service to scout an oppo­ 
nent. 
“However, anyone connected with 
football knows that the film of the op­ 
ponent’s previous game is the basis of 
the other team’s entire preparation. To 
insinuate that a Missouri staff member’s 
presence at the game would add to our 
scouting information is, I think, highly 
overblown ” 
Missouri is scheduled to play Arizona 
State at Tempe Saturday night. 
Arizona State coach Frank Kush said 
he was told “ a guy gave his business 
card to a young lady at the game and told 
her he was scouting for Missouri.” He 
said the woman called the athletic 
department. 
Arizona State Athletic Director Fred 
Miller said he was trying to reach Mis­ 
souri’s Mel Sheehan, whom he described 
as “a fine athletic director who runs an 
outstanding program.” 
Miller added if the allegation proves 


true and it cannot be resolved by dealing 
directly with Missouri, Arizona State 
“may have to settle things at the con­ 
ference level or higher.”

AH will be dethroned 
but not by Shavers

NEW YORK (UPI) - Not yet, but soon. 
Somebody is going to come along one night and take 
Muhammad All’s heavyweight title away from him. 
It happened to Jim Jeffries, Jack Johnson and Joe 
Louis because they kept fighting past their peak and 
didn’t know enough to quit and it’s bound to happen to 
Ali, too. 
I don’t see it happening tonight at Madison Square 
Garden, though. Not against Eamie Shavers, anyway. 
If you listen to Ali, the super salesman, he’ll have 
you believe he’s immortal and can go on forever. 
Nobody can, not even him, with all his help from Allah. 
Years after he quit the ring, Joe Louis was talking 
about those devilish forces, which impel a world cham­ 
pion like Ali to continue fighting when in his heart he 
knows he no longer should, and he said, “You always 
have it in the back of your mind that if you keep on 
fighting long enough, somebody is gonna come along 
and beat you, but you always say to yourself, ‘not 
tonight, and not this bum.’” 
Ali doesn’t call Shavers a bum, he calls him an 
“acorn” because of the way the ambitious Ohioan 
keeps his head shaved bald. He’s aware of Shavers’ 
gaudy knockout record, 52 kayos among 54 victories, 
and knows he can punch, but as Ali points out, George 
Foreman and Sonny Liston also could, and look what 
he did to them. 
“I’ll tell you one thing about this sport,” said Ali at 
Wednesday’s pre-fight physical. “It’s like a horse race 
or a stock car race. The whole thing isn’t ability... it’s 
the brain.” 
In that regard, he’s right. 
Ali has won more than one fight by using his head. 
He has won a number of them lately that way and he 
has had to because he admits himself he isn’t the 
fighter he used to be. 
Some of his skills are gone, so he uses his ex­ 
perience, his native shrewdness, to get by and I don’t 
think he’ll have a great deal of trouble getting by 
Shavers tonight. It wouldn’t surprise me to see Ali win 
by a knockout inside six rounds and even if the fight 
does go the full 15 rounds, Ali still should have enough 


left to get the decision. 
True, Shavers has an exceptionally good right-hand 
counter and he can hurt you if he hits you. That’s a big 
“ if.” From what I’ve seen of him, I think he’ll have 
trouble hitting Ali and his main concern could turn out 
to be not getting hit himself. 
He’s not the best defensive fighter in the world. Any 
man who was knocked out by Ron Stander, the 
courageous but outrageously awkward Omaha Butcher 
Boy, doesn’t figure to beat Ali. The memory of 
Stander’s wife, standing outside her husband’s dress­ 
ing room after Joe Frazier annihilated him in five 
rounds, still sticks with me. Tearfully, she said of her 
battered husband, “He knows he can’t fight these 
fellows, why does he do it? He’s going to get killed 
some day.” 
Shavers already seems somewhat unsure of himself 
and the fight hasn’t even started yet. His chief weapon 
is his knockout punch, yet he’s talking about changing 
his style for Ali and that could only forebode disaster. 
He isn’t going to shoot for the big one, Shavers says. 
Instead of trying for the home run, he’s going to go for 
singles. If he does, he’ll find out pretty quickly he’s not 
in the same league with Ali. 
While Ali doesn’t put two punches together the way 
he once did, he still has no trouble putting words 
together. 
He talks about how Shavers, never having been in­ 
volved in a title fight before, is bound to be susceptible 
to all the tension and excitement right before tonight’s 
encounter. 
“I’m used to this and he’s not,” says the champ. 
“He’s going to jump right into it with no preparation. 
When he walks into the ring and listens to the Star 
Spangled Banner,., ta-dada-da-da-da-la ... you know 
what he’s gonna do?”

But despite the growing has­ 
sles and expenses of private 
practice, “ 1 don’t think the shoe 
has pinched quite enough yet," 
Dr. Erickson said, to make 
m ilita ry 
m edicine more 
desirable to more doctors. 
Capt. Angell can attract and 
recruit the doctors, he said, but 
"aggressive inhouse efforts" 
should be made to keep them 
satisfied enough on the job to 
stay on. 
The 
recruitment/retention 
situation has a "funnel effect," 
he said, "W e put ’em in the top 
and they come out through the 
bottom I ’d like to see the hole 
plugged up a little better out in 
the field. 
“ I ’d put some concrete 
percentage demands on each 
hospital commander, give them 
the responsibility for keeping X 
percentage of physicians on the 
staff," he said. 
"Most commanders haven’t 
gotten the message that it’s 
cost effective to keep a doctor 


on active duty rather than 
replace him with someone 
else," Angell said. 
In the past, drafted doctors— 
few of which are serving 
today—were assumed to leave 
the military as soon as they 
completed their obligations. 
But unfortunately, Angell 
said, those assumptions seem 
to persist. Even with the many 
volunteer doctors, many who 
are "in because they want to be 
in. not because they have to," 
Angell said, "little attention is 
paid to wooing them into a 
career with the military.” 


"When I first came into the 
Air Force (nine years ago),” 
said Dr. Jones. " I thoroughly 
enjoyed it. I worked hard and I 
liked it because I felt I was be­ 
ing supported." 


But serving in peacetime dif­ 
fers from serving in wartime, 
he said. In recent years, with 
military funding cuts and the 
ending of the draft, came the 
need to set budget priorities. 


Medicine, it seemed to Dr. 
Jones, was not among these 
priorities. 
"The Department of Defense 
will spend $6 million to build 
and fire a satellite," he said. 
“ But would they spend $6 
million on a hospital! No they 
would not." 
The Defense Department 
“ hasn’t decided whether it 


wants to be in the medical 
business or not,” Dr. Jones 
said. And because of this, cries 
for more doctors, nurses, 
money for equipment, etc. go 
virtually unheeded. 
"A ll the information comes 
from above.” he said. "There’s 
no feedback from below." And 
he 
rep eats. 
“ It 
gets 
frustrating."

advertising still scarce 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
nation’s drug stores still are not 
doing much advertising of 
prescription prices, even 
though the Supreme Court has 
overturned laws preventing 
such ads. a government study 
says.

At the time, the FTC said the 
prices consumers pay for 
prescription drugs can vary as 
much as 200 per cent in the 
same city. It said Americans 
could save up to $310 million a 
year on the $6.7 billion they 
spend for prescription drugs if 
price advertising were more 
widespread and comparison 
shopping a real option. 
The Supreme Court ruled 
price advertising is entitled to 
First Amendment protection 
because of its value to the con­ 
sumer. and thus a state cannot 
arbitrarily ban it. 
The high court’s ruling 
caused the FTC to suspend its 
rule making. Since then a study 
has been going on to determine 
the impact of the court decision 
and the FTC staff said Wednes­ 
day that study is now complete.

Stoner surrendered to Cobb 
County authorities Wednesday, 
blaming his indictment on a 
conspiracy of “niggers, Jews

politics. 
“I am not guilty and I don’t 
think that under the Constitu­ 
tion and the extradition laws I 
can be extradited to Alabama,” 


Stoner, an attorney, told State 
Court Judge James L. Bullard. 
“I am not going to run. I as­ 
sure you, I am going to be here 
when the hearing comes up,” 
Stoner said. Bullard set bond at 
$10,000, which Stoner secured 
with property to obtain his 
release. 
Stoner, 52, head of the rightw- 
ing National States Rights 
party, accused Alabama At­ 
torney General William Baxley 
of “trying to give me a political 
hanging.” 
Baxley said in Montgomery 
he was “not going to comment 
on what that demented fool 
says. He’ll have to answer in 
court. He should plead guilty by 


reason of insanity. That’s his 
best bet.” 
Stoner has offered to identify 
— but only in a Georgia court — 
an undercover FBI agent and a 
Birm ingham d etec tiv e he 
claims want to kill him so he 
will not identify them as offer­ 
ing to pay him for the bombing 
and to have the late Martin 
Luther King Jr. killed.

to treat all active duty people at 
the present time?... all active 
duty personnel if there were a 
military conflict?" he asked.

persons at Vandenberg and to 
the military retirees in the 
area, a hospital staff shortage 
could hurt.

occurs. So different clinics ex­ 
perience shortages at different 
times. 
The shortages can mean an 
"erosion of benefits” for many 
persons eligible for military 
health care. 
For example, when in May 
the hospital found itself with 
only one general surgeon on 
duty. Colonel Lawson ordered 
that only active duty personnel 
could receive surgical clinic ap­ 
pointments. 
And if the one surgeon could 
not manage the surgery, 
patients would he sent to 
hospitals in Lompoc or Santa 
Maria. Some active duty per­ 
sonnel would be sent by 
"aerovac" — air evacuation — 
to other military bases with the 
capacity to handle them. 
All other military-connected 
persons seeking rare would be 
referred to civilian hospitals 
and to CHAMPUS, the Civilian 
Health and Medical Program 
for Uniformed Services, which 
works like Medicaid. (And local 
physicians are often reluctant 
to

p a t i e n t s 
on 
CHAMPUS. like they are in ac­ 
cepting patients on Medicaid or 
MediCal.) 


A similar policy to limit ad­ 
missions and care was es­ 
tablished in Internal Medicine 
when that clinic had only one 
physician assigned.

For Somoza. 
Ugandan strongman, 
caricature of a dictator. 
Somoza has stuffed his bank accounts 
with money and his belly with food and 
booze 
Much of the money has come, at 
least indrectly. from the U.S. taxpayers. 
The dictator has developed dozens of 
ways to divert economic aid, intended 
for his impoverished people, into his own 
pockets. 
The Pentagon heavily subsidizes his 
sm all m ilitary force. 
And the Central 
Intelligence Agency left behind in 
Nicaragua about $1 million worth of 
arms from the abortive Bay of Pigs inva­ 
sion, which had been launched against 
Cuba from Somoza’s shores. 
The dictator uses his national guard, 
which he maintains largely at U.S. ex­ 
pense. to protect himself and to control 
his people. He is obsessed with the fear 
that he. like his dictator father, will be 
bumped off. 
His urban ranch, El Retiro, is 
barricaded and patrolled by guards. 


Several tanks stand by to repel any in­ 
vading force. When he goes out for din­ 
ner. his own mess steward prepares his 
food beforehand and totes it along in in­ 
sulated containers. 
Somoza also employs a decoy, as beer- 
bellied as himself, to lead astray any as­ 
sassins who might be laying for him A 
few minutes before Somoza departs, the 
decoy climbs into an armored limousine 
just like the dictator’s and takes off in 
the wrong direction. 
Any area Somoza visits is literally 
placed under military siege several 
hours before his arrival. Two or three 
acres may be cleared of traffic to make 
room for the potentate and all entrances 
or exits are manned by guards 
Then Big Daddy’s caravan arrives. He 
is accompanied by 30 or 40 aides, in­ 
cluding the general in charge of national 
security and several fierce colonels. One 
of them. Col Victorino Lara, always 
armed with a 44-calibre pistol and a 
ferocious frown, is the epitome of a dic­ 
tator’s lackey. 
Arrayed around the presidential party 
in concentric circles are some 200 
bodyguards, armed with Blegian 
automatics 
An outer ring is under 
military command. 
The second ring, 
carrying knives in addition to guns, is un­ 
der the command of the intelligence ser­ 
vice 
An inner ring of five or six hand-picked 
goons, many of whom wore hardened 
criminals, completely surround and 
shield Somoza. When he moves, they all 
move en masse. Watching them shuffle 
along, said one witness, “is a ludricrous 
sight.’’ 
Somoza’s personal goons accompany 
him wherever he goes. At fancy func­ 
tions, they try to remain inconspicuous 
and pass themselves off as guests. But 
they are so unkempt and so patently 
predictable that they are rarely succes­ 
sful. 
At one party hosted by the U.S. ambas- 


sador. the wife of a diplomat strolled to a 
window and leaned against a drapery. 
She detected a human form behind it and 
pulled the drapery aside to expose a 
sheepishly smiling Somoza goon. 
Somoza's speeches to his countrymen 
are delivered from the safety of an enor­ 
mous protective contraption known by 
them as “la bañera," the bathtub, or la 
pecera.’’ the fishtank. 
It is a three-sided structure con­ 
structed of steel plates covered with 
plywood. 
It is so massive that it takes 
three Mercedes Benz trucks to haul it 
around and a crew of 20 to erect it for 
each occasion. 
Inside the shed, a steel-plated podium 
is mounted. This is protected, in turn, by 
a booth, which is erected around the 
podium The booth — know derisively as 
the “tachia,” or ticketbooth — is also 
steel-plated up to the chest level. Above 
the steel is bulletproof glass so thick it 
distorts Somoza’s features. 
A typical public appearance goes like 
this: 
Hours before the great man 
arrives, the protective shed and 
bulletproof booth are erected. Then an 
additional fence is thrown up around the 
entire structure. 
Paid cheerleaders are trucked in to 
shout huzzas in case the regular audience 
is unresponsive. Then the presidential 
caravan roars up. Somoza ducks out of 
his arm ored car, dashes through the 
fence into the steel shed and settles into 
the bulletproof booth. 
Then he dryly 
reads his prepared speech into a 
microphone. 
At appropriate intervals, 
the paid cheerleaders jump up and yell: 
“Viva Somoza' Viva Somoza!” 
He pauses benevolently while his sub­ 
jects hail him 
Then he begins to read 
again 
He apparently is unaware that 
most of his listeners are snickering at his 
distorted image — the fragmented fat 
face and bulging eyeballs that peer at 
them through the thick bulletproof glass.

Alaskan preserve

WASHINGTON - When the far-out 
enemies of the Panama Canal treaties 
get worked up they say, “Why not at the 
same time give Alaska back to Russia?" 
This is heavy sarcasm suggesting 
another “give away’’ to match the sur­ 
render of the Canal Zone to Panama 
Without doubt Alaska is the greatest 
real estate bargain in 
history. Two and one- 
fifth times the size of 
Texas, it was bought 
from 
R u ssia 
by 
Secretary of State 
William H Seward in 
1869 for $7.2 million. 
Ignored for nearly a 
century, except for the 
gold rush, it was often 
called 
“ Sew ard’s 
folly” or “Seward’s 
ice box.” 
Still largely un­ 
known, even though it became a state in 
1969, with a population of 382,000, Alaska 
is about to become a major battleground. 
On one side are the conservationists and 
nature lovers who want to preserve the 
last, untouched heritage of America. On 
the other side are the logging and mining 
interests that want to exploit the state’s 
still untapped wealth. 
With the full backing of President 
Carter, his Secretary of the Interior 
Cecil Andrus has just proposed to 
Congress that 92,000,000 acres be set 
aside for national parks, national 
forests, game refuges and wild and 
scenic rivers. 
When he presented the 
outline of his proposal to a House com­ 
mittee Andrus said: 
“You have before you the most impor­ 
tant land allocation and conservation 
program in the history of this country ” 
Accessible only by small plane, the 
mountain and lake scenery dwarfs the 
Alps and anything in the continental 
United States It is wild beauty such as 
Lewis and Clark looked on in 1806 when 
they made the first crossing of the conti­ 
nent. Our grandchildren have a right to 
know, say the conservationists, the rare 
wonder of the American heritage 
despoiled almost everywhere else. 
Allocating parcels of the vast untapped 
last frontier is like juggling a gigantic 
jigsaw puzzle. 
Take Admiralty Island 
just off Juneau as an example. With its 
great sweep of spruce forest, it has been 


miraculously preserved, and Andrus 
proposes that it should be made a wild 
refuge open to subsistence and sport 
hunting. 
But Admiralty, 100 miles long and 30 
miles wide with a population of about 
450, of whom 90 per cent are Indians, is 
dwarfed by the scale of the other 
national parks to be created under the 
Andrus proposal. 
The Gates of the Arctic in northern 
Alaska would be nearly four times the 
size of Yellowstone Park, the oldest, and 
until recently, the largest of the parks 
It was, and here is an interesting parallel 
with the Panama Canal, Theodore 
Roosevelt who with his forester and 
friend, Gifford Pinchot, pioneered con­ 
servation and the park system. 
On a scale as great is the proposed 
Wrangell-St. Elias park, far to the 
southeast of the Gates in the spectacular 
mountains near the Canadian border and 
east of Valdez, the terminus of the oil 


With the need for oil sO great as imports 
from the Middle East increase, they lost 
out. Their claim, however, is that the 
contest compelled the builders to do a 
better job putting at least half the line 
above ground thereby insuring fewer 
breaks in the flow of oil. 
Both minerals and timber in Alaska’s 
treasure trove are in increasingly short 
supply and the pressure will grow to un­ 
lock these treasures for exploitation. 
Andrus’ proposal allocates only a small 
part of the 92,000,000 acres to the Forest 
Service in the Dept, of Agriculture. The 
Forest Service allows mining and logg­ 
ing under supervision on lands it ad­ 
ministers. The thrust of the American 
Mining Congress is to have a share of the 
public land turned over the Forest Ser­ 
vice so miners and loggers have an open­ 
ing. 
Devoted 
conservationists 
are 
strategically located in the Congress 
One of the foremost is Sen. Henry M 
pipeline from Alaska’s north slope Since Jackson, D-Wash , chairman of the 
there is a potentially rich copper belt in 
the area, this is likely to be hotly 
contested between conservationists and 
mining interests. 
The conservationists fought construc­ 
tion of the Alaska pipeline in the courts 


Senate Committee on Energy and 
Natural Resources. 
They give 
reasonable assurance that while the 
Andrus plan may be modified the bulk of 
Alaska’s great natural heritage is likely 
to be preserved.
